20 Onl December 198, approximately 500 students went to the house of Sami Kabbara 
and ware told by Kabbara that their efforts in the rioting were not sufficient, 
and that they mst kill President Quwatli if they were to get rid of the 
present government. Kabbara stated that if he were to assume a position 
of power in the government he would bring the present Ministers to trial. 


3. Source thinks that the Popular Party is working for King ‘abdullah of 
fransjordan. Kabbara has stated that the Populer Party wuld not 
participate in the government under any conditions, for if the Popular Party 
were to take over the government, they would be held responsible for the 
general situation and that as a result, when King ‘Abdullah assumes control 
of Syria (which Kabbara felt would be in a matter of a fer mnths), the 
Popular Party would be counted as an enemy of ‘Abdullah instead of as his 
friend. Members of the Popular Party are making bombs and explosives in 
various parts of Damascus. 
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
